NOW IS T H E TIME TO: 
Repair 
Damage 
Done 
By 
Hail. 
Pruning off damag* d growth should 
not be done until new sprouts have 
begun to come out on th** branches. 
At that time it is easier t( determine 
th** proper plat*** to make the cut©*. 
You can, however, cover the pealed 
branches with orange 
hellatj where 
the foliage, twigs and top part of 
the 
branches 
have 
b e e n 
damaged. 
The material can be applied with an 
ordinary paint brush. 
Shellac dries 
quickly and Seals the damaged area, 
thereby preventing a loss of sap and 
allowing quick healing to take place. 
Where large 
portions of tho hard 
wood are exposed, the s urface should 
he covered 
with 
asphaltum 
paint, 
a fte r the hark has begun to heel. 
This usually requites three to four 
weeks. 
Trees suffering from 
hail
